For the third straight year the Su Hi Speech squad will have won over 100 awards in all 
types of competition; it will participate in the Nationals to be held at the University of Miami, 
Coral Gables, Florida, for the sixth year in a row; and it will be represented in the State Finals 
since 1953. 

The year actually began soon after the close of school in June when Sweetwater's debate 
team of Pat Walsh-Fred Hlawatsch tied for fifth spot in the nation at Sioux Falls, South Da¬ 
kota; it was followed during the summer with the winning of forensic honors at the University 
of Colorado Summer High School Speech Institute. 

The actual season began with the Grossmont Round-Robin Debate Tournament at which 
Su Hi's debaters had a 9 win no loss record. The county's Voice of Democracy was won by Ellen 
Fitzhugh and she ended by finishing 4th in the state. At the Coachella Congress she was voted 
the outstanding senator. Then came one of the highlights of the speech season. This was the 
San Diego State College annual open tournament. 

The sweepstakes were won for the third year by Sweetwater to allow it to retire the trophy 
with a total of 130 points; Richard Sims won the Outstanding Speaker Cup and Ellen Fitzhugh 
the Most Versatile one. A total of 28 awards were won by the squad. 

SuHi was ably represented in Junior Chamber "My True Security" contest by Pat Murphey, 
and Ellen Fitzhugh won the Toastmasters' District 5 annual Extemporaneous contest. The last 
time Sweetwater had won this contest was in 1955. 
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The California-Western Interpretative Speech Festival was 
held at the end of January. Sweetwater's 1 6 entries in the various 
events were awarded 3 "Superior" rating certificates and 1 1 
"Excellents." Ellen Fitzhugh won the gold medal for Poetry. 

The final Southern California NFL District Congress was 
held in San Diego in February. At this congress Bobby Cronk 
was elected as this area's senator to the National Student Con¬ 
gress to be held June 23-26 in Florida. It was, though, not all 
for February. The "B" squad, through desire and determination, 
completely on group effort, won the sweepstakes for the second 
consecutive year at the annual Palomar College Novice Tour¬ 
nament. 

In the meanwhile club contests were taking place. 

Ellen Fitzhugh and Bob Strick placed 2nd and 4th respect¬ 
ively in the County American Legion Oratory Contest; Helen 
Barrett tied for second in the County Native Sons contest; Arnold 
Olachea advanced well beyond the club level in the Lions' Club 
annual oratory contest; and Doug Morgan earned the right to 
participate in the District finals of the Optimist contest. Clinical 
debates were also held with Coachella of the Citrus League and 
Excelsior, Alhambra, and John Marshall of the Los Angeles area. 



The first part of March found Sweetwater taking the sweepstakes again. This time it was 
at the Lincoln Invitational Tournament, where SuHi participants took 3 out of 8 first places. 

Orley Ashenfelter in Southern California competition at Riverside was chosen as the alter¬ 
nate for the annual U.N. Pilgrimage, sponsored by the Odd Fellows and Rebekah Lodges. 

The outstanding achievements by the squad at the State Qualifying Tournament were: 1) 
that all three Sweetwater debate teams made the semi-finals and 2) that Ellen Fitzhugh was 
the only student at the tournament to qualify in three events, which she did by taking three 
first places. 

Perhaps the greatest tribute that can be paid to the 1959-1960 squad is the fact that, 
through its achievements, sportsmanship, desire, and determination, it continued to uphold 
Sweetwater's speech traditions. Because of this, they earned for themselves and their school the 
full respect of those against whom they competed. 



For the fifth year in a row Sweetwater took the 
sweepstakes at the Southern California N.F.L. District 
Tournament, held at Occidental College, Los Angeles, 
to retire the second such trophy. In addition, ever 
since the district was formed in 1955 Su Hi has quali¬ 
fied people in not less than 2 events for the Nationals.
